The letter follows: 
"For the past year the board of 


directors of the 
Gettysburg am- 


bulance has realized that it must 
have a new ambulance, but has 
put off until the last minute the 
purchase of a new one. That time 
has now arrived and we realize to 
wait longer will mean no ambulance 
service in" the very near future" The 
present ambulance was * purchased 
in 1926 and has rendered very good 
service, having made 561 trips, de- 
livering 618 patients to the hos- 
pital and their homes, of which 195 
•were charity cases. Ever since the 
purchase of /the ambulance it has 
been- a burden to maintain, with 
the high, cost of insurance, etc. The 
board has met all these expenses 
but has not been able to lay any 
money aside to meet our present 
necessity.

powers to preserve the lives and 
property of foreigners in China. 


President Hoover was advised im- 


mediately this afternoon of the criti- 
cal developments at Nanking.

The southern jurist reluctantly re- 
ated similarities;, in his life as com- 
pared with Lincoln. He was born in 
a log cabin in the 'wilderness of 
Texas and for twenty years his hab- 
ts and routine life were as nearly 
ike Lincoln as possible, He pioneer- 
ed on the homestead as did Lincoln, 
cutting the thriber. splitting the rails 
'or the log cabins, turning and pre- 
paring the land for sowing, harvest- 
ng and reaping; cultivating with 
plow* axe and hoe. He day-dreamed 
as did Lincoln. For twenty years 
he lived the kind-of a life Luu-oln 
did.

Through the years Judge Bull

The address of Judge Stadtfeld, of the State Superior Court, to 
Pennsylvania newspaper publishers at Wilkes-Barre was particularly 
timely in view of recent formidable threats against the freedom of the

One .was the Minnesota ’’gag" law, giving a Judge the power to 
suppress any publication which he deemed harmful to the public 
Interest. This statute was upheld by the State courts, but was re­ 
cently declared unconstitutional by the United States Supreme Court. 
The other invasion of the liberties of the press was perpetrated by a 
Southern judge whose official conduct had been criticized by a news­ 
paper when he barred its representatives from the courtroom. 
His 
course was sustained by one court, but, when an appeal was taken, he 
•revoked his order in obedience, as Judge Htadtleld says, to “the force 
of public opinion.” 
As Judge Stadtfeld remarks, the authors of the federal and Penn­ 
sylvania constitutions well knew what they were doing when they be­ 
stowed “almost unlimited power” on the press to print facts and opin­ 
ions and to criticize the conduct of officials. For ”tlu* spirit of demo­ 
cracy wall not tolerate a star-chamber session In our courts, nor will 
the doctrine of Ism* majesty ever prevail on American soil.” Bul, as 
Representative Beck recently said, despite constitutional guarantees, 
the fight for a free press stiff requires eternal viiigance.

.the "Solemn League'/and Covenant" 
of. their forefathers'.' were .binding 
upon ;them. T^eir."".'presbytery .in 
the. mother country "-took, the name 
of the Reformea'.Presbytery and

Covenanter societies between the 
Susquehanna and the • Blue Ridge 
before the .arrival of. .their first 
minister from, the-mother country. 
The Rev. Alexander Craighead, a 
Fresbyterian. minister .who,sym- 
pathized with .the Covenanters in 
their distinctive principles, preached 
to .them, for a time. One, of these 
little societies was at Marsh Creek, 
and had what was called a "tent" 
for their public meetings not far 
from the site of Gettysburg. The

The address of Judge. Stadtfeid, of the State Superior Court, to 


Pennsylvania newspaper publishers at Wilkes-Barre was particularly 
timely in view.of recent formidable threats against the freedom*of the 
press. One was the Minnesota "gag" law. giving a. judge .the'power to 
suppress any publication which he deemed harmful to; the public 
interest. This statute.was upheld by the State courts, but was re- 
cently declared-unconstitutional by the United States Supreme Court.. 
The other invasion of the liberties of the press was perpetrated by a 
Southern judge whose'official conduct had been criticized by .a .news- 
paper when he barred its rfipreseniatives from the courtroom. His 
course was sustained by one court, but, when an appeal was taken, he 
•revoked his order in obedience, as Judge Stadtfeid says, to "the force 
of public opinion."

As Judge Stadtfeid remarks, the authors of the federal and Penn- 


sylvania constitutions well knew what they were doing when they be- " 
stowed "almost unlimited power" on the press to print facts and opin- 
ions and to criticize the conduct of officials. For "the spirit of. demo- 
cracy will not tolerate a star-chamber session in our courts, nor~-will 
the doctrine of lese majesty ever prevail on American soil." But, as 
Representative Beck recently said, despite constitutional guarantees, 
the fight for a free press still requires eternal viligance. It is constantly 
being attacked from new quarters, legislative and judicial. But, for- 


- tunately, most judges realize,, with Judge Stadtfeid, that "no court in 
its effort to administer the law has any right to violate the law."

FISHABLE SPOTS 


65,000 Miles Of Water Courses 
Are Approved By Sanitary 
Water Board.

The state sanitary w ater board 
has pronounced 65,000 miles of the 
water courses in Pennsylvania, fish­ 
able. 
In that mileage, it has been 
indicated that some 25,000 miles of 
streams are in a state of almost 
natural purity, and abound in fish 
life. 
The “B ".group, has more or 
less pollution, but fishing is found 
to be fairly good in most of the 40,- 
000 miles estimated length. 
The remaining 35,000 
miles of 
waterways in the commonwealth, 
fall into a classification designated 
as “C”. These are the stream s which 
are so polluted by industrial wastes 
or sewage, that it is not deemed 
practicable to try to restore them to 
a state of purity at the present time. 
Th erefore it should be stated. Utat 
the sanitary water board has not 
designated any streams officially as 
class "C” streams; 
but obviously 
stream s heavily im pregnated with 
mine drainage or sim ilar gross pol­ 
lution belong in fact to the latter 
group, and for that reason contain 
only a small amount of fish life. 
To Restore AU S tru m s 
The board aims constantly to re­ 
duce the mileage in this last group, 
with the ultimate object in view of 
bringing back all of Pennsylvania’s 
streams to a condition where they 
will support fish life. Til is program 
involves cooperative effort between 
the industrialist, the m ine operator 
and the engineers of the sanitary 
water board, all working together 
in an earnest effort to solve the 
problems that have developed. 
Genuine progress is being made 
along reasonable 
and 
practicable 
lines, and the current year now be­ 
ginning, will see no let up in the 
efforts of all concerned to solve the 
problem of stream pollution, and re- 
j claim as much as possible of the 35,- 
j OOO miles of state waterways that 
I now 
mainly carry 
this industrial 
pollution load. Sewage wastes can 
I be cared tor; some m dustrial wastes 
still baffle the skill of the chemical 
engineer.
